Rich  Williamson  '87  and  the  Land  of  Make-Believe 


Elizabeth  and  Robert  Williamson  love  their  daddy’s  office. 

There  they  can  find  shiny  pirate  hooks  and  scary  eye 
patches;  long  feather  boas  and  beautiful  gowns  made  of  satin. 
It’s  a land  of  make-believe — a place  where  they  are  limited 
only  by  their  imagination. 

Their  father — Rich  Williamson  ’87,  president  and  owner 
of  Pierre’s  Costumes — still  feels  the  magic  every  time  he  walks 
into  this  business  that  he  and  his  own  father  saved  from  bank- 
ruptcy more  than  a decade  ago  and  have  grown  into  one  of  the 
world’s  largest  costumers.  From  the  lobby  mezzanine  of  the  spa- 
cious building  in  Olde  City  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  he  can  gaze  into 
a storage  area  filled  with  more  than  100,000  costumes,  each 
waiting  patiently  for  the  next  Halloween  party,  stage  produc- 
tion, corporate  event  or  parade  in  which  it  will  appear. 

What  brings  Williamson  the  most  satisfaction  about  his 
work,  though,  is  not  this  magnificent  collection  of  costumes. 

It’s  the  costumes  that  aren’t  hanging  on  the  racks  . . . those  that 
haven’t  yet  been  created.  Whereas  most  of  us  go  through  life 
trying  to  avoid  the  unexpected,  this  alumnus  and  his  business 
revel  in  it.  “The  best  part  of  my  work  is  arriving  every  morning 
and  not  having  a clue  what  is  going  to  happen,’’  he  explains. 
And,  when  the  phone  rings — as  it  invariably  does  — 
Williamson  is  ready  to  launch  his  network  of  more  than  100 
designers  into  action  to  create  just  the  right  costume  for  any 
occasion  or  the  perfect  mascot  for  any  organization. 

It  is  this 
creative  spirit

project,  he  is  giving  back  to  his  alma  mater  in  a way  that  only 
he  uniquely  can. 

And  God  Created  a Costumer 

Williamson  probably  should  have  known  that  he  was  destined 
for  costuming  long  before  he  and  his  father  purchased  Pierre’s. 

His  mother  was  a producer,  director  and  opera  singer.  His 
father — who  was  a sales  executive  with  a major  pharmaceuti- 
cal company — dabbled  in  the  arts  as  president  of  a local  the- 
atrical group  and  in  stage  management.  After  retiring  from 
sales  at  age  48,  the  elder  Williamson  purchased  another  older, 
established  costume  company  for  his  wife  and  soon  found 
considerable  personal  fulfillment  in  its  operation. 

Like  his  parents,  Williamson  also  enjoys  the  arts.  “I’ve 
also  got  a theatrical  background,”  he  says.  “While  at  a boarding 
school  in  England,  I did  theater.  I was  boy  soprano  in  the  choir. 
And,  I often  kid  around  that  the  only  class  that  I got  an  A in 
at  Elizabethtown  was  stagecraft.” 

After  graduating  from  Elizabethtown  with  a degree  in 


biology,  he  followed  his  father’s  footsteps  into  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal industry — first  to  the  lab  and  then  on  to  sales  and  customer 
service.  After  changing  jobs  and  companies  a few  times,  he 
was  hired  as  an  executive  in  the  Midwest  operations  of  a large 
international  pharmaceutical  company.  Unfortunately,  not 
long  after  his  arrival,  his  division  was  eliminated  during  a 
downsizing  and  Williamson  found  himself  the  recipient  of 
a severance  package  and  looking  for  a job.

History  of  the  Blue  Jay 


The  Blue  Jay  has  been  the  symbol  of  Elizabethtown 
College’s  athletic  teams  since  the  late  1930s.  Actually, 
“Blue  Jay”  is  the  third  nickname  the  College  has  used. 


When  Elizabethtown  first 
began  intercollegiate  com- 
petition in  1928, 
those  early  squads 
were  known  as  the 
“Phantoms." 

Sometime  later, 
an  editor  of  the 
student  newspaper 
referred  to  an 
Elizabethtown 
team  as  the  “Gray 
Ghosts."  That  name  became 
popular,  but  it  did  not  find  favor  with 
Ira  Herr  ’16,  the  school’s  only  coach 
at  the  time. 

Herr  suggested  the  Blue  Jay  as 
a symbol.  He  made  the  case  that 
the  Blue  Jay  was  a familiar  sight  in 
the  fields  and  woodlands  of  south 
central  Pennsylvania,  its  blue  and 
gray  plumage  matched  the  College 
colors  and  its  fighting  and  scrappy 
characteristics  fit  in  nicely  with 
athletic  competition.  The  Blue  Jay 
was  officially  adopted  by  a vote  of 
the  student  body  in  the  late  1930s. 


Alumna's  Business  Hits  a Homerun  at  Citizens  Bank  Park  ■■■■■■

As  one  of  Major  League  Baseball’s  newest  stadiums, 
lx.  Citizens  Bank  Park  offers  the  most  modem  conven- 
iences with  just  the  right  touch  of  nostalgia  to  suit  America’s 
greatest  pastime.  Standing  watch  at  its  entrances  are  four 
larger-than-life  sculptures  of  Phillies  Hall  of  Famers  Richie 
Ashbum,  Robin  Roberts,  Steve  Carlton  and  Mike  Schmidt. 
These  10-foot-tall  guardians  are  products  of  the  talent  and 
creativity  of  an  Elizabethtown  College  alumna  and  her  busi- 
ness partner  through  their  company,  Frudakis  Studio,  Inc. 

A career  in  the  arts  certainly  wasn’t  what  Rosalie 
Gluchoff  Frudakis  ’74  had  in  mind  when  she  majored  in  soci- 
ology at  Elizabethtown  College.  But,  sometimes  destiny  leads 
you  on  a different  course  than  you  expect.  “You  don’t  choose 
the  arts,  they  choose  you,”  explains  this  alumna. 

Soon  after  graduation,  she  joined  gifted  sculptor  Zenos 
Frudakis  in  business.  Thirty  years  after  its  formation,  Frudakis 
Studio  is  internationally  known  for  its  work,  which  is  influ- 


enced by  the  Beaux  Arts,  an  art  form  characterized  by  harmo- 
niously combining  architecture  and  sculpture.  The  studio  is 
certified  as  a woman-owned  business  by  Philadelphia’s 
Minority  Business  Enterprise  Council. 

In  addition  to  the  Citizens  Bank  Park  statues,  Frudakis 
Studio  has  created  sculptures  for  Japan’s  Hakone  Open-Air 
Museum  and  South  Africa’s  United  States  Embassy,  as  well 
as  many  pieces  throughout  the  United  States.  Currently,  they 
are  working  on  an  Honor  Guard  sculpture  for  the  U.S.  Air 
Force  Memorial  to  be  dedicated  in  Arlington  National 
Cemetery.  “It  will  be  to  the  Air  Force  what  the  I wo  Jima 
sculpture  is  to  the  Marines,”  says  Rosalie. 

The  talented  team  splits  the  workload  of  their  business, 
with  Zenos  creating  the  sculptures  and  Rosalie  marketing 
the  business  and  negotiating  with  clients.  According  to  the 
alumna,  the  artistic  process  involves  ample  planning  and

Clarence  Asbury  ’67  speaks  from  personal  experience 
when  he  says  that  the  “heart  of  America’s  business  is 
family  business." 

Not  only  is  this  alumnus  a principal  and  founder  of  the 
certified  public  accounting  firm  McKonly  & Asbury  LLP  where 
he  advises  family  business  clients,  but  he  previously  owned  a 
family  equipment  rental  company.  It  is  because  he  and  his  wife 
Susan  ’69  have  faced  the  unique  challenges  that  many  family 
enterprises  experience  that  they  financially  support  Elizabeth- 
town College’s  Family  Business  Center,  which  is  celebrating  its 
tenth  anniversary  in  2005. 

Clarence  says  that  he  has  been  impressed  with  the  services 
that  the  Family  Business  Center  provides.  “Family  businesses 
collectively  employ  more  than  any  of  the  national  companies," 
he  says.  “Unfortunately,  guidance  is  often  in  short  supply  for 
family  business  owners  looking  to  navigate  through  issues  such 
as  conflict  resolution,  improving  communications  and  succes- 
sion planning.  As  I’ve  watched  the  Center  grow,  I have  found 
myself  wishing  that  my  brother  and  1 had  such  a resource  when 
we  owned  our  business." 

In  addition,  Clarence  supports  the  College  at  a capital 
level  and  is  a member  of  the  Planned  Giving  Committee  and 
the  Leadership  Council.  He  continues  to  be  involved  in  the 
College  because  of  a desire  to  give  back,  and  in  an  effort  to 
ensure  that  his  business  continues  to  have  the  opportunity 
to  recruit  highly  educated  employees.  “As  a business  owner, 
it’s  very  important  that  I communicate  with  quality  educa- 
tional institutions,  like  Elizabethtown,  to  ensure  that  they 
know  the  job  training  that  students  should  have  in  today’s 
business  environment,”  he  says. 

Directly  helping  the  next  generation  of  Elizabethtown  stu- 
dents is  a benefit  that  Clarence  enjoys  by  remaining  involved. 


“I  think  it’s  critical  for  each  of  us  to  support  our  alma 
mater,  to  help  those  students  who  come  along  after  us,”  he 
explains.  “There  are  only  so  many  dollars  to  go  around, 
and  planned  giving  helps  give  us  a base  to  support  young 
people  in  their  desire  to  earn  a college  education.” 

Clarence  transferred  to  Elizabethtown  as  an  account- 
ing major  before  his  sophomore  year.  He  fondly  remembers 
his  first  days  at  the  College,  feeling  new  and  a little 
unsure,  when  he  was  approached  by  Professors  Ed  Bitting 
and  H.  Marshall  Pomroy.  These  faculty  members  ensured 
that  he  had  the  proper  transfer  credits  to  graduate  on 
schedule  and  arranged  for  him  to  be  “tested  out”  of  a class 
required  for  graduation.  “It  was  very  special  that  they 
would  take  the  extra  time  to  do  that,”  he  recalls. 

His  fondest  memory,  however,  was  meeting  Susan, 
thanks  to  the  College’s  requirement  that  he  successfully 
complete  eight  credits  in  science.  "I  took  four  credits  in 
biology  and  realized  very  quickly  that  it  was  not  my  forte,” 
laughs  Clarence,  whose  future  wife  sat  just  two  seats  away 
from  him  in  the  class.  “Quite  often,  Susan  and  I would 
study  together  in  the  library  and  she  would  tutor  me  in 
biology  to  no  avail."  This  alumnus  gave  up  biology  for 
geology,  but  wisely  hung  on  to  his  biology  tutor,  making 
a lifetime  commitment  to  her  in  1969. 

In  addition  to  remaining  actively  involved  with 
Elizabethtown,  Clarence  also  supports  other  organiza- 
tions, such  as  The  Four  Diamonds  Fund  and  New  Hope 
Ministries. 

The  Asburys  live  in  Mechanicsburg,  Pa.,  and  have 
four  grown  children  and  a grandson.

As  Williamson  was  considering 
his  options,  his  father  approached  him 
with  an  opportunity.  "You  know, 

Pierre’s  is  for  sale,”  his  father  said. 

“1  know  that  you  want  your  own  com- 
pany. What  do  you  say  we  go  into 
business  together?” 

It  took  them  all  summer  to  nego- 
tiate the  deal,  and  they  finalized  the 
purchase  of  Pierre’s  in  September  1994 
at  the  start  of  the  costumer’s  busiest 
season.  “It  was  a disaster,”  Williamson 
recalls.  “The  company  was  on  the 
verge  of  bankruptcy.  It  had  no  staff. 

No  credit  with  the  vendors.  And,  we 
had  to  turn  it  around.”  And,  as  a team, 
that’s  exactly  what  they  did. 

Two  years  ago,  Williamson  lost 
his  father,  his  partner  and  his  friend. 

Many  of  those  who  attended  his 
fathers  funeral  described  him  as 
someone  who  would  go  out  of  his 
way  to  bring  pleasure  to  another’s 
life.  According  to  Williamson,  his 
father’s  legacy  is  worthy  of  aspiration. 

“Happiness  is  underrated,”  he  says.  “And,  my  job  is  to  make 
people  happy.” 

Large  Fruit-like  Creatures,  Buzz  Lightyear  and 
Other  Mascots 

This  desire  to  make  people  happy  may  be  why  Williamson 
finds  so  much  joy  at  Pierre’s.  “I  love  what  1 do,”  he  says.  “We 
come  up  with  creative  ways  to  help  people  promote  their  busi- 
ness, to  have  more  fun  at  a party  and  to  enhance  whatever  is 
going  on.” 

Business  promotion  through  mascots  is  a time-proven 
method  of  guaranteeing  publicity  at  a corporate  event. 
According  to  Williamson,  reporters  and  their  photographers 
love  life-size  mascots.  “You  can  buy  ad  copy  and  put  it  on  a 
billboard,  or  you  can  use  the  money  to  create  a character  that 
attracts  attention  and  creates  a lasting  memory,”  he  says. 


Pierre’s  has  designed  and  fabricat- 
ed more  than  25,000  different  mas- 
cots, including  the  Fruit  of  the  Loom 
Guys,  Buzz  Lightyear,  the  Nestea 
Snow  Man,  the  Sesame  Place  charac- 
ters and  Shamu.  During  the  creation 
of  every  high-end  mascot,  Williamson 
says  that  they  follow  a tried-and-true 
process  to  ensure  that  the  customer 
“gets  what  they  see.” 

Through  a series  of  design 
sketches,  designers  will  work  with 
their  clients  to  develop  the  concept 
for  the  costume.  After  reaching  agree- 
ment on  the  design,  full-color  sketches 
and  a swatch  chart  are  created  to 
allow  clients  to  see  a more  detailed 
version  of  the  concept  and  the  exact 
fabric  options  that  can  be  used. 

Finally,  clients  are  provided  with 
detailed  to-scale  color  design  sketches 
to  ensure  that  they  know  exactly  what 
they  are  getting  before  the  costume 
fabrication  begins. 

The  Blue  Jay  and  His  Creator  Come  Home 

After  being  created,  Elizabethtown  College’s  new  Blue  Jay  will 
be  unveiled  before  the  men’s  soccer  game  during  Homecoming 
weekend,  October  14  through  16.  Williamson — along  with 
wife  Tracey,  Elizabeth  and  Robert — will  be  on  hand  to  enjoy 
the  celebration  and  watch  the  unveiling. 

In  some  ways,  this  trip  will  be  a unique  closing  of  a circle. 
About  20  years  ago,  Rich  Williamson  left  here  with  what  he 
calls  a “well-rounded  education”  that  gave  him  the  flexibility 
to  adapt  to  life’s  unexpected  twists  and  turns,  providing  him 
with  a foundation  on  which  to  be  successful.  Now,  he’s  return- 
ing, bringing  with  him  a very  large,  furry  and  blue  symbol  of 
that  success. 

“Elizabethtown  prepares  you  well  for  going  out  into  the 
world,”  says  Williamson.  And,  fortunately  for  those  of  us  at 
Elizabethtown  College,  it  also  prepared  this  alumnus  to  go  out 
into  the  land  of  make-believe.

Rich’s  First  Mascot — “Rinky”  for  Penn  Rink  in 
Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Most  Recent — “It’s  costume  du  jour  around  here.” 

Favorite — The  Fruit  of  the  Loom  Guys.  Warren  Buffet, 
who  was  buying  the  company,  loved  the  costumes,  as 
did  the  advertising  industry  publication  Ad  World, 
which  *ated  the  mascots  as  one  of  the  year’s  best. 

Funniest — The  Traffic  Creep  for  the  Delaware 
Department  of  Transportation.  “Traffic  Creep  was  a 
huge,  Cro-Magnon,  monstrous  thing  that  was  the  blame 
for  every  traffic  jam.”  Universally  despised  by  drivers, 
the  mascot  reminds  this  alumnus  of  lesson  number  one 
of  costuming:  Never  create  a mascot  that’s  a negative. 

Most  Unusual — Oliver  the  Liver  for  the  Hepatitis  B 
Foundation.  “As  we  were  unveiling  the  costume,  one 
of  the  funniest  comments  I received  was  from  a doctor 
who  said,  ‘That  doesn’t  look  that  much  like  a liver.’” 

Weirdest  Material — “What  isn’t  weird?  It’s  not  like 
there  is  a Costume  Suppliers  R Us.”  Williamson  often 
shops  at  Home  Depot,  pet  stores,  Radio  Shack  and  the 
Dollar  Store. 

Favorite  Unveiling — St.  Bernard  Dogs  for  the  Red 
Cross.  “It  was  exciting  because  it  was  such  a good  cause.” 


Biggest  Misconception — “The  biggest  misconception  is 
that  our  business  is  all  local.  About  60  percent  of  it  goes 
into  a FedEx  box.” 


Since  1943,  Pierre's  Costumes  has  been  creating  original  cos- 
tumes for  all  sizes  of  theatre  productions.  In  recent  years,  the 
company  and  Williamson  have  outfitted  the  national  tours  of 
Walt  Disney's  "Beauty  and  the  Beast,"  "Winnie  the  Pooh"  and 
the  Russian  Ballet's  "Nutcracker."

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The  Long  View 

As  part  of  our  mission,  Elizabethtown  offers 
l \ students  a “distinctive  blend  of  the  liberal 
arts  and  professional  studies."  Because  of  changes 
in  professional  education,  that  is  becoming  more 
unique  in  higher  education,  and  because  of  today’s 
“crisis  of  professionalism”  (Sullivan,  “Work  and 
Integrity"),  what  we  offer  students  is  more  impor- 
tant than  ever.  With  liberal  education  as  a foun- 
dation, we  are  preparing  students  to  be  civic 
professionals,  renewing  the  highest  ideals  of  professional  study 
and  work. 

We  see  the  crisis  of  professionalism  when  accountants  fail  to 
uphold  the  public  trust  or  when  lawyers  use  professional  privilege  for 
personal  advantage  rather  than  for  the  best  interests  of  their  clients. 

The  domination  of  work  and  life  by  market  values  also  has  led  pro- 
fessionals to  emphasize  the  pursuit  of  economic  gain,  and  many 
professionals  today  see  their  responsibility  primarily  as  the  delivery 
of  technical  expertise,  not  social  or  moral  service. 

Historically,  the  formation  of  professionals  was  grounded  in  liberal 
education,  but  that  alliance  has  come  unraveled  in  higher  education 
today.  College  attendance  has  focused  more  on  social  and  economic 
mobility  than  nurturing  the  mind  and  soul,  drawing  professional 
aspirations  primarily  toward  economic  success.  Academically,  liberal 
education  and  professional  preparation  have  been  sequestered  in  dif- 
ferent sectors  of  college  and  university  curricula,  separating  liberal 
learning  from  technical  training.  And  too  often  the  academy’s  premium 
on  cognitive  and  intellectual  development  diminishes  the  ethical  side 
of  education  so  crucial  to  the  high  ideals  of  professionalism. 

Here  at  Elizabethtown,  we  are  countering  those  trends,  insisting 
that  liberal  and  professional  education  can  and  should  be  linked  to 
realize  the  ideal  of  civic  professionalism.  We  know  that  powerful  edu- 
cational encounters  can  shape  a person’s  life  and  work  toward  high 
ideals,  and  we  believe  the  best  education  is  relevant  to  values,  engag- 
ing the  deepest  meaning  of  what  we  know.  So  in  addition  to  cutting- 
edge  preparation  in  specialized  professional  knowledge  and  practice, 
we  seek  to  cultivate  three  qualities  that  make  a civic  professional: 
Ethical  Integrity- Every  professional  aligns  itself  with  a set  of  ethical 
principles,  and  the  civic  professional  practices  according  to  them  and 
stands  accountable  to  them,  shaping  her  professional  identity  around 
them  as  the  basis  for  claiming  public  trust. 

Service-The  work  of  the  civic  professional  is  for  others,  driven  by 
what  is  best  for  the  client,  not  what  is  most  profitable  or  convenient 
for  the  professional.  It  is  by  putting  service  above  self-interest  that 
professional  work  claims  its  legitimacy  in  the  eyes  of  the  public. 

The  Common  Good -In  serving  others,  the  civic  professional  also 
accepts  a public  responsibility  for  the  common  good,  understanding 
his  work  as  an  expression  of  a larger  contribution  to  the  society  by  the 
profession  itself. 

Three  elements  of  the  Elizabethtown  education  make  the  possi- 
bility of  civic  professionalism  real  here: 

Mission  and  Ethos -Our  motto  of  "educate  for  service”  expresses  our 
belief  that  the  pursuit  of  knowledge  is  most  noble  when  used  to  bene- 
fit others.  We  also  ground  our  educational  mission  in  principles  of 
integrity  and  human  dignity,  and  we  believe  that  issues  of  meaning 
and  value  are  central  to  the  educational  process. 

Integrating  Liberal  and  Professional  Studies-Unlike  most  colleges, 
we  do  not  sequester  liberal  and  professional  education  in  separate 
arenas.  Many  departments  offer  both  classical  liberal  arts  and  science 
majors  alongside  professional  studies.  Students  encounter  ethical  issues 
in  business  courses,  cultural  studies  in  the  occupational  therapy  pro- 
gram, scientific  questions  in  the  philosophy  program,  and  business 
applications  in  modem  languages.  Here  professional  training  is 
grounded  in  liberal  studies,  and  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  extend 
their  implications  to  the  world  of  work. 

Engaged  Pedagogy -The  education  we  offer  is  not  just  contained  in 
the  classroom  hut  extends  “into  the  streets”  in  many  ways.  We  offer 
students  numerous  opportunities  to  extend  their  learning  by  engaging 
the  realities  of  the  ideas  they  are  studying.  They  conduct  original 
research,  participate  in  internships,  create  their  own  service-learning 
projects,  and  study  abroad.  Just  as  professionals  must,  we  link  the 
worlds  of  theory  and  practice  throughout  out  curriculum. 

When  students  internalize  our  mission,  they  are  building  a service- 
oriented  foundation  for  civic  professionalism.  When  they  devote 
themselves  to  the  pursuit  of  learning  for  its  own  sake,  their  professional 
aspirations  are  focused  on  the  joy  of  the  calling  itself,  not  just  its  pecu- 
niary advantages.  When  they  involve  themselves  in  the  application  of 
knowledge  in  practice,  they  bring  that  service  and  that  joy  to  life  for 
others.  That  is  the  power  of  an  Elizabethtown  education,  for  our  stu- 
dents and  for  the  world. 
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Trustee,  Alumni  Support  Key  to  Enhancing  Tie  with 
Nihon  University

This  summer  marked  a deepening  of  Elizabeth- 
town College’s  six-year  relationship  with  Japan’s 
Nihon  University,  as  the  first  group  of  Elizabethtown 
students — lead  by  Assistant  Professor  of  Japanese 
Mahua  Bhattacharya  and  Associate  Professor  of 
Economics  Sanjay  Paul — experienced  the  Japanese 
culture  during  a three-week  study-abroad  opportunity 
to  the  Asian  country  in  May.  This  course  comple- 
ments existing  programs  linking  the  two  institutions, 
including  one  which  brought  more  than  a dozen 
Nihon  students  to  Elizabethtown  in  August  for  an 
intensive  language  immersion  program  taught  by 
Bhattacharya  and  Associate  Professor  of  Modern 
Languages  Kurt  Barnada. 

According  to  Bhattacharya,  the  newest 
exchange — titled  “Introduction  to  Japanese  Business, 
Society  and  Culture" — was  made  possible  through  the 
assistance  of  1967  Elizabethtown  graduate  and  trustee  Kyoko 
Utsumi  Akanoma.  “I  just  have  been  overwhelmed  by  the 
extent  to  which  Mrs.  Akanoma  made  us  feel  welcomed  and 
supported  our  planning,”  says  the  professor.  “A  lot  of  my 
courage  in  furthering  the  College's  commitment  to  Japanese 
studies  stems  from  her  involvement." 

Bhattacharya  designed  the  course  and  planned  the  field 
trips  to  introduce  the  nine  participating  Elizabethtown  stu- 
dents— all  who  previously  had  taken  one  to  three  years  of 
Japanese — to  the  Asian  country.  To  enhance  their  experi- 
ence, Mrs.  Akanoma  arranged  for  each  student,  who  resided 
at  Nihon’s  dormitories  during  the  course,  to  spend  a week- 
end at  a home  of  one  of  the  College’s  Japanese  alumni, 
including  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kaneda;  Mrs.  Kaneda’s  sister’s  family, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Takahashi;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sasaki;  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Tomita;  Mrs.  and  Mrs.  Inokuma;  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kanzaki. 
Additionally,  the  trustee  organized  and  partially  sponsored  a 
tour  of  Kikkoman,  the  soy  sauce  manufacturer.  That  day,  the 
students  and  their  professors  were  the  honored  guests  of  the 


wife  of  the  company’s  former  chief  executive  officer,  Mrs. 
Takanashi,  who  hosted  a special  luncheon  for  them.  The 
luncheon  concluded  with  Mrs.  Takanashi  personally  per- 
forming the  Japanese  tea  ceremony  and  taking  her  guests 
on  a tour  of  her  16th-century  traditional  home. 

Of  this  trip,  modern  languages  major  Matthew  Collins  ’07 
says,  “You  can’t  beat  being  right  there — learning  about 
Japan’s  culture  and  then  being  able  to  walk  out  and  experi- 
ence it."  Collins,  who  will  be  returning  to  the  country  for 
a yearlong  study-abroad  experience  in  January,  particularly 
enjoyed  his  visit  with  one  of  our  Japanese  alumni,  describing 
it  as  “unforgettable." 

Collins  also  assisted  with  the  separate  three-week  inten- 
sive language  immersion  program  hosted  at  the  College  for 
14  visiting  Nihon  students.  During  the  three  weeks,  he  sup- 
ported our  guests  by  planning  evening  social  activities  for 
the  students  and  assisting  them  with  their  homework. 

According  to  Bhattacharya,  the  August  course  was 
designed  to  offer  the  Japanese  students  a “lived-in  experi- 
ence." “The  course  provides  the  Japanese  students — who 
already  are  familiar  with  our  culture — with  24  hours 
a day,  seven  days  a week  of  living, 
breathing  and  consuming  English,” 
she  says.  "The  program  helps  them 
know  their  shortcomings  and  develop 
study  habits  to  assist  them  with  their 
ability  to  learn.” 

Formalized  with  the  assistance 
of  Mrs.  Akanoma,  the  1999  agreement 
between  Elizabethtown  College  and 
Nihon  University  provides  for 
exchange  of  students  and  faculty,  as 
well  as  intensive  summer  programs  of 
study.  The  May  study  tour  was  partially 
funded  through  a Title  Vl-B  grant  from 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Education.

. College  welcomed  a talented  class  of  first-year  students 
to  campus  on  August  25. 

According  to  Interim  Director  of  Admissions  Debi 
Murray,  the  accomplishments  of  these  new  members  of  the 
College  community  reflect  favorably  on  the  scholarly  tradi- 
tion of  the  institution.  “This  year’s  incoming  class  is  the 
most  selective,  highest  yielding  in  the  College’s  history,”  she 
proudly  says.  “It  was  chosen  from  the  third  largest  applicant 
pool  Elizabethtown  ever  has  received.” 

The  class  includes  521  students  from  17  states  and  nine 
countries.  High  achievers  scholastically,  more  than  half  of 
this  year’s  class  ranked  in  the  top  20  percent  of  their  graduat 
ing  class.  Sixty-five  of  the  students  qualified  for  acceptance 
into  the  Elizabethtown  College  Honors  Program,  which  is 
sponsored  by  The  Hershey  Company. 

The  accomplishments  of  this  new  group  of  students 
are  diverse.  For  example,  one  student  taught  a man  with 
Down’s  syndrome  to  play  the  piano.  Another  has  filed  for 
two  patents.  A third  served  as  a congressional  page.  And, 
one  gifted  student  was  called  back  for  American  Idol.  In 
high  school,  these  students  participated  in  national  honor 
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societies,  Habitat  for  Humanity,  Big  Brothers  Big  Sisters, 
band,  choir  and  the  Boy  Scouts.  They  received  National 
Medal  Commendations  and  were  Gold  Award  Recipient  Girl 
Scouts.  Almost  95  percent  of  these  students  earned  varsity 
letters.  And,  45  members  of  the  Class  of  2005  are  CHIPs, 
who  are  carrying  on  what  is  increasingly  becoming  a family 
tradition  of  attending  Elizabethtown  College.

College  Fills  Leadership 
Positions 

Recently,  Elizabethtown  filled  five  significant  vacancies 
. at  the  College.  Newly  appointed  leaders  include: 

E.  Douglas  Bomberger,  as  professor  of  music  and  chair  of 
the  Fine  and  Performing  Arts  Department;  Glenn  Bucher  ’62, 
as  special  assistant  to  the  president;  Paul  Cramer,  as  the 
institution’s  first  vice  president  for  admissions  and  enroll- 
ment services;  Allen  Hansell  Sr.,  as  director  of  church 
relations;  and  BethAnn  Zambella,  as  director  of  the 
High  Library. 

E.  Douglas  Bomberger  joined  the  College  as  professor 
of  music  and  chair  of  the  Fine  and  Performing  Arts 
Department.  This  almost  20-year  veteran  of  higher  educa- 
tion was  most  recently  professor  of  music  and  chair  of  the 
Music  Department  at  the  University  of  Hawaii  at  Manoa. 
Bomberger  earned  his  bachelor’s  degree  in  music  and 
French  from  Goshen  College,  a master’s  degree  in  piano 
performance  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill  and  a doctorate  in  musicology  from  the 
University  of  Maryland.  He  is  a member  of  the  Society  for 
American  Music,  the  American  Musicology  Society,  the 
College  Music  Society,  the  American  Guild  of  Organists 
and  the  American  Liszt  Society.  Bomberger  also  has 
authored  three  books,  “An  Index  to  Music  Published  in 
the  Etude  Magazine,  1883-1957,”  “A  Tidal  Wave  of 
Encouragement:  American  Composers’  Concerts  in  the 
Gilded  Age”  and  “Brainard’s  Biographies  of  American 
Music,”  several  book  chapters  and  numerous  refereed 
journal  articles,  reviews  and  other  publications. 

In  his  new  role,  Glenn  Bucher  supports  President 
Theodore  Long  in  positioning  Elizabethtown  as  a more 
broadly  recognized  comprehensive  college  of  distinction. 
Since  1999,  this  alumnus  has  served  as  director  of  Messiah 
College’s  Boyer  Center.  He  has  had  a distinguished  academic 
career,  filling  positions  such  as  president  of  the  Graduate 
Theological  Union  for  seven  years;  faculty  positions  at 
Howard  University  and  the  College  of  Wooster;  dean  of 
the  faculty  at  Wooster  and  vice  president  for  academic 
affairs  at  Columbia  Seminary.  Bucher  earned  a bachelor’s 
degree  in  religious  studies  from  Elizabethtown;  a master 
of  divinity  degree  from  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Columbia  University;  and  a doctorate  in  ethics  and  sociology 
of  religion  from  Boston  University. 

Before  joining  Elizabethtown  to  oversee  all  of  our 
recruitment  activities,  Paul  Cramer  filled  a series  of  progres- 
sively more  responsible  positions  in  Ursinus  College’s 
admissions  office.  He  has  experienced  the  admissions 
process  from  the  ground  up,  starting  as  an  admissions  coun- 
selor in  1988  and  leaving  the  institution  as  its  director  of 
admissions,  a position  that  he  held  since  1998.  Cramer 
earned  a bachelor’s  degree  in  psychology  and  business 
administration  from  Albright  College. 

As  director  of  church  relations,  Allen  Hansell  Sr. 
is  the  College’s  primary  liaison  with  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren.  Before  joining  Elizabethtown,  Hansell  was  direc- 
tor of  ministry  for  the  General  Board  and  co-director  of 
ministry  summer  service  with  the  Church  of  the  Brethren. 
He  also  has  held  a number  of  other  positions  with  the 
Church,  including  district  executive  and  moderator  of  the 
Atlantic  Northeast  District,  chair  of  the  Small  Church 
Task  Team  and  member  of  the  District  Conference  Program 
and  Arrangements  Committee  and  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Annual  Conference.  Hansell  filled  the  pulpit  of  several 
churches,  including  currently  serving  as  interim  pastor  for 
the  Wilmington  Church  of  the  Brethren.  He  earned  a 
bachelor’s  degree  from  Bridgewater  College  and  master 
of  divinity  and  doctor  of  ministry  degrees  from  Bethany 
Theological  Seminary. 

In  her  new  position,  BethAnn  Zambella  oversees 
activities  at  the  High  Library.  She  comes  to  us  with  a 
wealth  of  experience  in  higher  education,  including  previ- 
ous positions  as  research  and  instruction  librarian  and 
group  manager  at  Wellesley  College,  reference  librarian 
for  the  Lamont  Library  at  Harvard  University,  bibliographic 
instruction  coordinator/reference  librarian  at  Rutgers 
University  and  head  of  public  services  at  New  Jersey’s 
Fairleigh  Dickinson  University.  Zambella  also  served  as  an 
instructor  at  Rutgers  and  Fairleigh  Dickinson  universities. 
She  earned  a bachelor’s  degree  from  Brown  University,  a 
master’s  in  library  science  from  Columbia  University  and  a 
master’s  in  educational  psychology  from  Rutgers  University. 


Poorman  '66  Establishes  Largest  Scholarship  Fund  in 
College's  History 


Through  his  estate,  Douglas  Poorman  ’66  recently  created 
what  will  be  at  its  inception  the  largest  student  scholar- 
ship fund  in  the  College’s  history.  The  alumnus’  father, 
Harold  Poorman,  and  the  executor  of  the  estate,  alumnus 
Michael  Small,  Esquire,  are  partnering  to  establish  the  schol- 
arship fund  based  on  the  expressed  wishes  of  the  alumnus. 
The  fund — which  will  be  called  the  Harold,  Jean  and 
Douglas  Poorman  Memorial  Scholarship — is  earmarked  for 
local  Pennsylvania  students. 

“The  Harold,  Jean  and  Douglas  Poorman  Memorial 
Scholarship  Program  — established  by  the  estate  of  the 
late  Dr.  Douglas  Poorman — will  be  a significant  and  lasting 
tribute  to  the  educational  and  professional  achievements 
of  Dr.  Poorman  and  to  the  guidance  and  support  that  he 
received  from  his  parents,  Harold  and  Jean,”  said  Small  71. 
“Hopefully,  many  qualified  and  deserving  students  will 
benefit  from  their  generous  gift.” 

To  be  eligible,  students  must  have  earned  a cumulative 
3.0  grade  point  average  in  high  school.  They  must  enroll 
full-time  at  the  College  and  maintain  at  least  a cumulative 
3.0  grade  point  average.  Although  all  Pennsylvania  high 
school  students  are  eligible,  priority  will  be  given  to  those 
from  Palmyra  and  Lebanon  County,  where  Poorman  was 
bom  and  raised. 

Scholarships  will  be  available  beginning  in  fall  2007. 
They  will  be  awarded  through  the  financial  aid  process  at 
the  College. 

Until  2002,  Douglas  Poorman  was  chief  academic 
officer  at  Southwest  College  of  Naturopathic  Medicine  and 
Health  Sciences  in  Tempe,  Ariz.,  where  he  directed  all 


academic  programs,  including  recruiting  faculty  members 
and  developing,  implementing  and  evaluating  all  curricula 
at  the  institution.  Prior  to  this  position,  he  also  served  in 
leadership  positions  at  other  academic  institutions,  including 
the  University  of  Kansas  Medical  Center,  Southern  College 
of  Optometry,  South  California  College  of  Optometry  and 
the  Concorde  Career  Institute.  In  addition  to  earning  a 
bachelor’s  degree  from  Elizabethtown  College  in  1966, 
Poorman  also  earned  a doctorate  from  the  University  of 
Florida  College  of  Medicine  in  1970.  The  alumnus  passed 
away  in  August  2004.

SIFE  and  Medicus  Help  Kids  Think  B.I.G. 


This  summer,  Elizabethtown  College  students  showed 
more  than  20  local  inner  city  elementary  students  a 
glimmer  of  the  possibilities  their  future  could  hold. 

The  Think  B.I.G.  summer  camp — founded  in  2002  by 
alumnus  Bozho  Todorich  ’04 — is  an  annual  weeklong  expe- 
rience that  brings  local  children  to  the  College  to  study  busi 
ness  and  science  basics.  Jointly  sponsored  by  the  Medicus 
Club  and  Students  in  Free  Enterprise  (SIFE),  this  year’s  pro- 
gram included  students 
from  Martin  Luther  King 
and  Wharton  elementary 
schools  in  Lancaster,  Pa., 
and  Steele  School  in 
Harrisburg,  Pa.  In  addi- 
tion to  being  supported 
through  grants  from  the 
Department  of  Biology 
and  Student  Senate,  this 
year’s  program  was  made 
possible  through  a gener- 
ous contribution  from 
The  Alcoa  Foundation. 

Premedicine  major 
Jessica  Hoagland  ’07  says 
that  this  program  opens 
the  children’s  eyes  to 
possibilities  that  they  can 
explore  by  attending  college.  “This  is  a wonderful  experience 
for  these  children,”  she  says.  "They  get  an  idea  of  what  is 
available  in  the  world.”  Coordinated  by  Hoagland  and  other 
Medicus  Club  members,  the  science  lessons  featured  a daily 
theme,  with  activities  and  lessons  taught  by  faculty,  who 
were  assisted  by  College  student  volunteers.  Classes  featured 
hands-on  experiments,  discussion  and  games. 

Now  in  her  second  year  with  the  program,  senior 
Megan  Grimes — an  international  business  and  Spanish  dou- 
ble major — says  that  this  program  not  only  is  educational, 
but  also  helps  the  students  develop  confidence  and  self- 
esteem. “It’s  amazing  what  just  a little  one-on-one  attention 
can  do  for  a child,  how  much  they’ll  open  up,”  she  explains. 
Under  the  theme  “Steps  to  Financial  Fitness,”  Grimes  and 
other  SIFE  members  introduced  the  campers  to  earning 
income,  saving,  spending,  borrowing  and  money  manage- 
ment. Additional  activities  focused  on  entrepreneurship, 
customer  relations,  inventory  management  and  profitability. 
The  children  also  had  the  opportunity  to  create  their  own 


business  and  market  products  to  customers. 

According  to  Steve  Fries,  Alcoa  Foundation’s  manager 
of  human  resource  development  and  communications,  pro- 
grams like  this  are  important  in  preparing  these  children  to 
be  a vital  part  of  tomorrow’s  workforce.  “Partnerships 
between  our  public  school  systems  and  institutions  like 
Elizabethtown  College  are  essential  to  addressing  the  math 
and  science  needs  of  our  local  school  systems,”  says  Fries. 

“These  ambitious  college 
students  obviously  have 
a passion  for  giving  our 
youth  an  important 
opportunity  to  learn 
and  to  be  exposed  to 
higher  education.” 

The  Alcoa  Foundation 
is  a global  resource  that 
actively  invests  in  the 
quality  of  life  in  Alcoa 
communities  worldwide, 
seeking  to  be  a source 
of  positive  community 
change  and  enhancement. 

This  year’s  program 
was  well-received  by 
the  campers  and  others 
from  the  schools. 

Jackie  Rhinier,  a K-5  assistant  at  the  Martin  Luther  King 
Elementary  and  chaperone  for  the  group  during  the  camp, 
said,  “This  was  just  a great  experience  for  the  children. 

They  walked  away  with  a lot  of  education  that  we  don’t 
necessarily  have  the  ability  to  provide  in  our  school.”

Nagahama  ’07  and  Curtis  Nolt  ’07  participated  from  the 
Medicus  Club,  which  is  an  organization  of  premedicine 
students  who  promote  awareness  of  medical  issues.  SIFE 
members  Sarah  Brodbeck  ’08,  Jill  Hugus  ’08,  Lacey 
Johnson  ’06,  Leslie  McGirt  ’06,  Jonathan  Schultz  ’06, 
Stefanie  Stamatopoulos  ’08  and  Alexandra  Zerphey  ’08 
supported  Grimes.  SIFE  is  a student  organization  that  focuses 
on  the  development  of  leadership,  teamwork  and  communi- 
cations skills  through  learning,  practicing  and  teaching  the 
principles  of  free  enterprise.

An  Elizabethtown  College  team  received  a "notable 
k.  performance”  award  in  its  rookie  appearance  at  the 
2005  Solar  Splash  International  Competition.

Professor  of  Physics  and  Engineering  Troy  McBride  were  recognized  for  their  per- 
formance in  the  College's  rookie  appearance  at  the  2005  Solar  Splash  International 
Competition,  which  was  held  in  Buffalo,  N.Y. 

This  year’s  entry  was  a two-year  labor  of  love  for 
Heisey  and  Bittle,  who  previously  worked  with  Douglas 
Wisner  ’04,  Dax  Kepshire  ’04  and  Arturo  Garcia  ’04  to 
build  a smaller  hydroplane  boat  for  the  2004  Solar  Splash 
competition,  but  did  not  compete.  Committed  to  take 
this  year’s  entry  to  the  five-day  event  in  Buffalo,  N.Y., 
the  Elizabethtown  College  team  faced  the  daunting  chal- 
lenge of  starting  a boat  from  scratch. 

The  team  received  monetary  support  from  Student 
Senate,  the  Provost’s  Special  Initiatives  Fund  and  the 
Department  of  Physics  and  Engineering.  Materials  also 
were  donated  from  the  Sustainable  Energy  Fund,  BP 
Sofar,  the  Mahogany  Company  and  Inflatable  Boat 
Repair.  Combining  the  donated  parts  with  some  salvaged 
from  the  2004  boat  and  others  purchased  economically, 
the  team  constructed  a unique  outrigger  boat  using  a 
modified  inflatable  boat  as  a U-shaped  pontoon  that  was 
able  to  compete  in  all  the  Solar  Splash  events. 

According  to  Heisey,  the  team  surmounted  some 
serious  obstacles.  "Things  don’t  always  go  as  planned  and 
we  had  to  put  in  some  long  hours  to  get  the  job  done,” 
says  this  recent  graduate.  “It  was  all  worth  it.  The  entire 
team  feels  a great  sense  of  accomplishment  about  what 
we’ve  been  able  to  do.  And,  I feel  very  fortunate  to  have 
been  able  to  work  with  this  talented  group  of  people." 

McBride  says  that  this  team  should  be  pleased  with 
its  showing.  “Overall,  our  team  did  a great  job  and  repre- 
sented the  College  well,”  McBride  notes.  "By  attending 
and  competing  in  the  international  competition,  we  were 
able  to  collect  a lot  of  good  ideas  for  next  year.” 

With  just  two  of  this  year’s  team  graduating,  the 
College  is  poised  for  an  even  stronger  performance  in 
next  year’s  competition,  which  will  be  held  June  2006  in 
Fayetteville,  Ark.  McBride  notes  that  the  team  already  is 
planning  next  year’s  design,  excited  to  apply  all  that  they 
learned  at  Solar  Splash  2005.

Faculty  Awarded  Grants:  Enrich  Field,  Student  Experience 


With  funding  they  earn  from  government  agencies, 
foundations  and  through  grants  from  the  College, 
Elizabethtown  College  faculty  members  routinely  are  enrich- 
ing their  field  and  enhancing  our  students’  learning  through 
their  ingenuity  and  hard  work.  Although  not  a comprehen- 
sive listing,  the  following  paragraphs  summarize  some  of  the 
grants  awarded  during  the  past  year. 

Providing  an  opportunity  for  enhancing  the  field  of 
mathematics  education,  Associate  Professor  of  Mathematics 
Gabriela  Sanchis  was  awarded  a $75,000  National  Science 
Foundation  (NSF)  grant  that  will  allow  her  to  develop  a 
textbook  supplement  and  training  workshops  for  college 
and  university  faculty  to  use  in  teaching  historical  mathe- 
matics information  as  part  of  their  courses.  “These  materials 
will  help  students  experience  the  mathematics  of  a given 
period,  leading  to  a greater  appreciation  of  different  cul- 
tures,” Sanchis  said,  highlighting  the  historical  contributions 
of  great,  albeit  relatively  unknown  mathematicians  like 
al-Khwarizmi  and  Sophie  Germain.  The  NSF  grant — which 
runs  through  August  2007 — will  provide  summer  stipends 
for  two  mathematics  education  majors — Jeanette  Halstead  ’06 
and  Lindsey  Bosko  ’05. 

Another  NSF  grant  will  allow  Robert  Wheelersburg, 
associate  professor  and  department  chair  of  the  Sociology- 
Anthropology  Department,  to  complete  a fifth  season  of 
fieldwork  documenting  a vanished  lifestyle  on  the  Kola 
Peninsula  of  the  Russian  Federation.  In  cooperation  with 
the  Kola  Science  Center,  Russian  Academy  of  Science, 
the  Monchegorsk  Museum  and  two  Saami  (Lapp)  cultural 
organizations,  the  Elizabethtown  faculty  member  has  inter- 
viewed the  remaining  survivors  of  Saami  reindeer  herding 
villages  that  were  destroyed  in  Stalinist  repressions  in  the 
late  1930s.  This  recent  grant  is  his  third  from  the  organiza- 
tion, for  a total  of  $300,000  of  funding  related  to  this 
project,  most  of  which  went  to  partner  institutions  like 
the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science. 
In  addition  to  the  scholarly  work,  the  interviews — which 
will  be  conducted  in  Russian — will  be  placed  in  the  archives 


of  local  museums  and  schools. 

For  the  past  three  years,  Associate  Professor  of  History 
David  Kenley  has  used  funding  from  the  Freeman  Foundation 
to  enhance  the  study  of  Asian  history  and  culture  in  local 
school  systems.  Recently,  he  completed  another  in  a series 
of  courses  during  which  he  instructed  17  middle  and  high 
school  teachers  and  supported  them  in  the  development 
of  curriculum  materials  on  Asian  studies.  This  course 
was  coordinated  with  help  from  of  the  Capital  Area 
Intermediate  Unit. 

After  approximately  one  year,  the  College’s  Department 
of  Business  already  is  making  great  strides  in  the  further 
internationalization  of  its  programs,  thanks  to  an  approxi- 
mately $175,000,  two-year  Title  VI-B  grant  from  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Education.  Recently,  a federal  evaluator 
offered  glowing  remarks  regarding  the  College’s  efforts  say- 
ing, “I  believe  that  Elizabethtown  College  has  taken  solid 
steps  toward  the  integration  of  international  business  into 
the  activities  and  curriculum  of  the  department  of  business.” 
Through  the  funding,  the  College  is  expanding  the  interna- 
tional component  of  the  business  curriculum,  supporting 
faculty  development  and  establishing  a Center  for  Interna- 
tional Business  and  Economics.  The  effort  is  being  led 
by  Project  Director  Hossein  Varamini,  who  is  professor 
of  business  and  director  of  international  business,  and 
Project  Coordinator  Sanjay  Paul,  who  is  associate  professor 
of  economics  and  associate  chair  of  Elizabethtown’s 
Business  Department. 

This  summer,  the  National  Institutes  of  Health:  National 
Cancer  Institute  renewed  for  the  second  time  Associate 
Professor  of  Biology  Jane  Cavender’s  grant  for  basic  cancer 
research.  The  agency  awarded  $150,000  for  the  three-year 
project  that  will  investigate  the  mechanisms  by  which  the 
viral  protein,  SV40  T-antigen,  causes  cancer.  Specifically,  the 
research  will  look  at  two  genes  activated  by  the  protein — 
the  ribosomal  and  cyclin  A genes — to  determine  if  a rela- 
tionship exists  between  these  genes  that  results  in  cellular 
transformation.  According  to  Cavender,  in  addition  to 


providing  funding  for  research  supplies,  the  grant  also  will 
provide  summer  stipends  for  two  to  four  students  during  each 
year  of  the  grant. 

In  addition  to  external  funding  sources,  the  College 
provides  grants  to  faculty  members  for  projects  that  will 
support  their  educational  initiatives  and  further  their  schol- 
arly work.  For  example,  last  spring,  Associate  Professor  of 
Psychology  Catherine  Lemley  was  awarded  a grant  that 
allowed  her  to  take  four  2004  alumnae — Danielle 
Alexander,  Kristen  Bahnick,  Cori  Walter  and  Erin 
Zimmerman — to  the  Eastern  Psychological  Association 
annual  meeting  to  present  their  original  research  that 
had  been  completed  prior  to  graduation.  Alexander  and 
Zimmerman  each  won  a regional  award  from  Psi  Chi  honor 
society.  Also,  the  organization  recognized  Bahnick  and 
Walters  for  their  scholarly  contribution.  In  addition,  the 
professor  presented  two  collaborative  research  projects  with 
Alexander,  Jamie  Hudzik  ’05  and  two  researchers  from  other 
institutions.  Both  of  these  projects  also  were  supported  by 
an  internal  grant.  According  to  Lemley,  experiences  like 
this  encourage  scholarly  work.  Alexander  agreed,  saying, 

“It  was  good  to  see  what  others  in  the  field  considered 
worthy  of  investigation  and  to  have  our  own  work  recognized 
and  validated.” 

Other  internal  grants  have  supported  the  development 
of  various  projects,  such  as  Associate  Professor  of  Theatre 
Shari  Taylor’s  international  cultural  events  series  titled  “One 
World  Series,”  Assistant  Professor  of  Physics  and  Engineering 
Troy  McBride’s  stand-alone  green  power  initiative,  and 
Associate  Professor  of  Computer  Science  Fani  Zlatarova’s 
Conference  on  Information  Technology  in  Education.

Bitten  by  the  African  Bug

Professor  of  Communications  Bob  Moore  claims  to  have 
been  bitten  by  a bug — an  African  bug,  that  is.  “Once 
the  African  bug  bites  you,  you’ll  do  anything  to  go  back,” 
says  the  professor,  who  has  been  consulting  with  the 
Polytechnic  of  Namibia  since  1999.  This  year,  Moore  was 
invited  to  be  the  keynote  speaker  at  Namibia’s  first  national 
media  conference  sponsored  by  the  Polytechnic  of  Namibia 
and  coinciding  with  the  school’s 
10th  anniversary.  The  confer- 
ence was  held  in  late  May  2005. 

Titled  “The  Way  Forward,” 

Moore’s  presentation  discussed 
African  media  and  its  future 
challenges.  Also  during  the  con- 
ference, Moore  and  Tamara 
Gillis,  associate  professor  and 
chair  of  the  Department  of 
Communications,  presented 
“Empowering  African 
Communities:  A New  Paradigm 
for  Journalism,”  which  profiled 
the  media  as  a conduit  for 
improving  social  interaction  and 
promoting  civic  engagement.  It 
highlighted  important  changes 
that  are  needed  in  the  media  to 
make  it  more  responsive  to  such 
goals  in  national  development. 

For  six  years,  Moore  has 
traveled  to  the  Polytechnic  of 
Namibia  in  Africa  where  he 
helped  to  create  its  media  and 
technology  department  and 
curriculum.  Moore  aided  in 
establishing  a diploma  program 
in  2003,  and  he  assisted  in  creat- 
ing the  curriculum  for  the  department’s  first  bachelor’s 
degree  in  2004.  According  to  Moore,  the  institution  has 
faced  challenges  of  educating  students  in  this  underdevel- 
oped third-world  country.  The  College’s  communications 
department  supports  the  program  by  donating  used  text 
books.  In  fact,  the  department  of  media  and  technology’s 
library — which  is  rather  extensive — is  comprised  mostly 
of  donated  books  from  Elizabethtown  College. 

Proud  of  the  Polytechnic’s  accomplishments,  Moore 
said  the  institution  graduated  its  first  class  in  the  diploma 
program  in  January  2005.  The  current  class  to  graduate 
in  January  2006 — members  of  the  first  class  that  Moore 
taught  while  on  sabbatical  in  Namibia — organized  and  ran 
the  national  conference.  Moore  expects  the  curriculum  for 


Theater  Students 

It’s  a summer  apprenticeship  that  promises  90-hour  weeks 
to  those  who  are  talented  enough  to  be  selected  and  brave 
enough  to  weather  the  long  days. 

Since  1965,  the  Santa  Fe  Opera  has  been  a proving 
ground  for  promising  theater  technicians  across  the  nation. 
Highly  selective,  the  apprenticeship  program  accepts 
approximately  600  gifted  students  with  strong  constitutions 
to  work  the  summer  season.  This  past  summer,  four  members 
of  the  Elizabethtown  College  family — both  current  students 
and  recent  graduates — gained  invaluable  experience  on  the 
road  to  their  dream:  a career  in  entertainment. 

Even  before  coming  to  Elizabethtown,  Associate 
Professor  of  Theatre  and  Set  Designer  Shari  Taylor  placed 
students  in  this  program.  “This  experience  is  a trial  by  fire 
for  those  who  think  that  they  are  interested  in  theater,”  she 
says.  “It  reinforces  a high  level  of  professionalism  in  students 
who  participate  and  requires  a special  amount  of  endurance 
and  self  confidence.” 

For  this  summer  season,  current  Elizabethtown  students 
Aubrey  Boyd  ’06  and  Andrew  Mann  ion  ’08  made  the  trek 
to  New  Mexico  to  work  in  props  and  on  the  shift  crew, 
respectively.  Joining  them  were  two  Elizabethtown  College 
alumni,  Benjamin  Delaney  ’04  and  Karl  Kern  ’04.  Currently 


the  bachelor  of  technology  degree  to  be  in  place  by 
February  2006.  Additionally,  the  department  currently  is 
in  the  final  design  stages  for  a new  Communications  and 
Technology  building.  This  facility,  which  is  expected  to 
be  completed  by  February  2007,  also  has  been  part  of  the 
consultations  focused  on  by  Moore  over  the  years. 

Moore  said  his  heart  is  committed  to  his  work  in 
Africa.  “These  students  have 
a real  hunger  for  learning. 

They  appreciate  what  l do, 
and  it  seems  to  make  a differ- 
ence,” he  says. 

According  to  Moore, 
Elizabethtown  College  formerly 
operated  the  Southern  Africa 
Media  Education  Program, 
which  is  serving  their  countries 
in  high-level  capacities  like 
bringing  African  journalism 
students  to  Elizabethtown  to 
study.  “We  have  many  graduates 
from  the  program  who  are  serv- 
ing their  country  as  director 
generals  or  members  of  the  par- 
liament,” he  says.  “They  are 
making  a difference,  and  it’s 
gratifying  to  see  how  E-town 
has  impacted  that  part  of  the 
world.”  Moore  hopes  to  increase 
his  and  Gillis’  involvement 
in  the  program  and  to  bring 
Elizabethtown  students  along 
for  a study-abroad  experience. 

Moore  has  been  involved 
in  education  and  media  in  10 
southern  African  countries  for 
nearly  20  years  as  a lecturer,  consultant  and  visiting  profes- 
sor. As  a Fulbright  Scholar  to  Zambia  in  1990,  he  spent 
a year  at  the  University  of  Zambia  and  at  the  Zambia 
Institute  of  Mass  Communication.  In  2003,  Moore  again 
was  awarded  a Fulbright  Scholar  position  to  Namibia  where 
he  lectured,  conducted  research  and  developed  curricula 
for  the  Department  of  Media  Technology  at  the  Polytechnic 
of  Namibia. 

To  support  the  effort,  alumni  and  other  interested  per-

Boyd  has  been  enamored  with  stage  production  since 
high  school  and  her  love  of  theater  has  blossomed  here  at 
Elizabethtown.  For  this  College  senior,  the  summer  in  Santa 
Fe  promised  the  experience  of  a lifetime.  “Every  day  was 
something  different,  something  new  on  the  stage,”  she  says. 
“Starting  in  early  July,  they  put  on  at  least  one  show  every 
night.  And,  during  the  day,  there  were  dress  and  technical 
rehearsals  to  stage.” 

Andrew  Mannion — who  is  double  majoring  in  mathe- 
matics and  theater — also  appreciated  the  opportunity  to 
gain  valuable  career  experience.  “One  of  the  things  that 
really  pulled  me  into  Santa  Fe  is  the  opportunity  to  experi- 
ence welding  and  metal  shop  in  the  program’s  summer 
classes,"  explains  Mannion.  The  student — who  has  been 
balancing  both  performance  and  technical  theater  classes 
at  the  College — says  that  he  enjoys  the  technical  side  of 
theater  because  it  requires  innovation. 


Matias  '05  Named 
First  Hugh  Cannon 
Memorial  Scholar

Elizabethtown  College  student  J.  Nathan  Matias  ’05 
became  interested  in  parliamentary  procedure — a set 
of  universally  accepted  rules  for  running  an  assembly  in 
which  decisions  are  made — after  watching  two  meetings 
during  which  organizations  were  reduced  to  bickering  as 
a result  of  a lack  of  decorum  and  fairness.  This  summer, 
after  years  of  study,  this  Elizabethtown  College  student 
was  named  the  first  Hugh  Cannon  Memorial  Scholar. 
Awarded  by  the  American  Institute  of  Parliamentarians 
(A1P),  this  scholarship  recognizes  students  who  demon- 
strate an  interest,  active  participation  and  a hopeful 
future  in  the  field  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

As  a co-chair  of  Elizabethtown  College’s  Academic 
Integrity  Committee,  Matias  routinely  saw  the  impor- 
tance of  parliamentary  procedure  and  became  intrigued 
by  it.  At  the  encouragement  of  his  brother,  be  applied  for 
and  was  awarded  a scholarship  to  attend  the  Riddick 
Practicum  two  years  ago.  Held  annually  at  the  College  of 
William  and  Mary,  the  practicum  includes  parliamentary 
procedure  training  by  AIP. 

As  Cannon  Scholar,  Matias  was  a lecturer  at  this 
summer’s  practicum.  He  presented  a speech  titled,  "Good 
Faith,  Good  Will,  Good  Practice,"  through  which  he 
encouraged  those  in  attendance  to  not  only  focus  on 
learning  how  a process  works,  but  rather  on  the  people 
who  make  it  work  and  the  teamwork  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  task.

In  addition  to  paying  costs  associated  with  his  atten- 
dance at  this  year’s  meeting,  Matias  also  received  a wooden 
gavel.  “As  the  first  Hugh  Cannon  Memorial  Scholar, 
they  gave  me  more  than  a gavel,”  says  Matias.  “They  gave 
me  the  trust  of  an  honorable  legacy.” 

This  well-rounded  student  has  a host  of  other  inter- 
ests beyond  his  love  of  parliamentary  procedure.  This 
past  summer,  he  worked  full-time  for  the  College's 
Information  Technology  and  Services  Department,  hiked 
many  miles  across  the  central  Pennsylvania  countryside, 
played  his  trumpet  with  the  Hershey  Symphony  at  a 
Heritage  House  benefit  and  was  interviewed  about 
Weblogging — its  growing  role  in  American  life  and 
its  impact  on  traditional  media — on  American  Public 
Media’s  “Weekend  American”  show,  which  is  broad- 
cast nationally. 

After  graduating  in  December,  Matias  isn’t  certain 
what  the  future  holds.  He  hopes  to  attend  graduate 
school  majoring  in  theology,  although  he  first  may  pursue 
an  English  or  technology-related  degree.  Fie  also  plans  to 
remain  deeply  rooted  in  his  love  of  computer  technology 
and  his  trumpet.  Life,  he  says,  “is  kind  of  like  hiking.

The  Santa  Fe  Opera  Offers  Summer  Challenge  for 
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Biology,  Chemistry  Students  Seek  Answers 


This  summer — thanks  to  a substantial,  five-year  personal 
commitment  from  Dr.  E.  Jane  Valas  79  and  a matching 
educational  grant  from  her  company,  AstraZeneca — five 
chemistry  and  biology  students  enjoyed  the  opportunity  to 
participate  in  full-time  research  alongside  their  Elizabethtown 
College  professors.  For  these  students,  the  projects  offered  a 
chance  not  only  to  explore  their  field  more  deeply,  but  also 
experience  the  challenging — and  sometimes  frustrating — 
world  of  research. 

Computer  Modeling  Offers  Clues 
to  Functionality 

Gary  Hoffman,  associate  professor  of  chemistry  and  chair 
of  the  department,  tailor-made  research  for  senior  biochem- 
istry major  Jason  Dunkelberger,  finding  a project  that  not 
only  appealed  to  the  student’s  interests,  but  also  complemented 
research  being  done  by  Assistant  Professor  of  Biology  Diane 
Bridge.  "Diane  has  isolated  and  sequenced  several  VEGF 
proteins  from  the  hydra,”  says  Hoffman.  "In  humans,  these 
proteins  are  associated  with  creating  blood  vessels.  As  hydras 
don’t  have  blood,  questions  arise  about  the  proteins’  purpose.” 
Hoffman  postulated  that  the  structures  of  the  proteins  could 
provide  insights  into  their  functions. 

A crystal  for  one  of  the  human  forms  has  been  grown 
and  its  protein  structure  determined.  As  growing  a protein 

crystal  is  very  diffi- 
cult, crystal  structures 
for  the  other  forms 
are  not  available.  As 
an  alternative,  com- 
puter programs  have 
been  developed  to 
generate  a structure 
based  on  mathemati- 
cal computations. 

Early  in  the 
summer,  the  student- 
professor  team  was 
surprised  when  their 
original  computer  model  didn't  resemble  the  known  human 
version.  Taking  another  tack,  Dunkelberger  started  with  the 
known  human  protein  structure  and  then  meticulously  com- 
pared and  changed,  if  necessary,  each  amino  acid  to  reproduce 
the  hydra’s  protein.  Following  this  “brute  force"  mutation,  he 
optimized  the  structure  and  found  it  to  be  a lot  closer  to  the 
human  form.  The  reasons  for  the  differences  in  the  results 
of  the  two  computer  models  will  be  an  interesting  question 
to  explore. 

While  this  experience  has  taught  him  about  modeling 
software  and  theoretical  chemistry,  the  student  says  his  most 
powerful  learning  was  about  research.  “Your  first  research 
project  is  always  the  hardest,"  he  explains.  "You  have  good 
days  and  bad  days.  And,  you  learn  how  to  deal  with  the 
frustration  when  your  research  provides  you  results  that  you 
don’t  understand.” 

Inducing  "Handedness"  Using  Ionic  Liquids 

Just  as  your  right  and  left  hands  are  mirrors  of  each 
other,  two  organic  compounds  with  the  same  molecular  for- 
mula also  can  be  mirror  images.  In  organic  chemistry  this 
property  of  “handedness”  is  called  chirality.  According  to 
Assistant  Professor  of  Chemistry  John  Bellefeuille,  many 
active  pharmaceuticals  have  a handedness  to  them,  so  devel- 
oping synthetic  techniques  that  will  introduce  this  property 
are  useful. 

This  summer,  Bellefeuille  and  secondary  education 
chemistry  major  Rick  Johnson  ’07  are  trying  to  introduce 
handedness  through  the  use  of  special  solvents,  called  ionic 
liquids.  Additionally,  the  student-professor  team  is  looking  for 
ways  to  increase  the  yield  of  the  reactions  by  adjusting  the 
chirality  of  the  solvent. 

Bellefeuille  says  that  Johnson  has  been  working  with 
reactions  related  to  the  negatively  charged  portion,  or  anion, 
of  the  ionic  liquid.  “Rick  has  been  attaching  a handed  anion 
into  an  ionic  liquid,”  explains  the  professor.  “They  are  very

easy  to  make.  But,  we’ve  been  having  some  difficulty  when 
we  want  to  put  more  exotic  pieces  into  the  mix.”  This 
research — which  is  a small  facet  of  the  professor’s  on-going 
research — continued  this  fall. 

Johnson  has  enjoyed  the  mentoring  opportunity  offered 
by  this  experience.  “It’s  good  to  take  what  Dr.  Bellefeuille 
I knows  and  apply  it  to  what  I am  learning,”  says  the  student. 

| “When  things  don’t  turn  out  the  way  we  hoped,  we’ll  discuss 
I what  we  could  try  instead.” 

A Library  of  a Different  Kind 

Three  student  researchers — biology-premedicine 
majors  Robert  Burke  ’06,  David  Hamel  ’06  and  Yasunori 
Nagahama  ’07 — spent  the  summer  creating  a different  kind 
of  library,  which  will  support  research  associated  with 
j Assistant  Professor  of  Biology  Jonathon  Coren’s  National 
Institutes  of  Health  grant. 

According  to  Coren,  libraries  of  genomic  material  pro- 
vide essential  resources  for  genetic  research.  “We  first  have 
I to  build  a library  before  we  can  study  any  particular  piece  of 
DNA,”  he  explains.  Coren  said  that  this  library  will  be  used 

in  functional  studies 
of  individual  genes. 

The  students 
worked  with  previ- 
ously created  bacter- 
ial cells,  each  carry- 
ing a portion  of  a 
human  DNA  strand 
in  a PAC  cloning 
vector.  After  allow- 
ing the  cells  to  mul- 
tiply into  colonies, 
the  students 
“picked”  individual 
colonies  into  96- 
well  plates  and  incu- 
bated them 
overnight.  During 
the  summer,  the  stu- 
dents produced  340  plates.  The  team  also  has  been  accessing 
the  average  size  of  the  DNA  fragments  inserted  into  the 
cloning  vector. 

Both  Burke  and  Nagahama  believe  that  this  summer’s 
work  is  showing  them  a true  picture  of  the  world  of  genetic

Burke  says  that  he  “got  a better  understanding  of 
what  it  takes  to  complete  a full-time  research  project. 
Nagahama  agreed  saying,  “Working  on  a project  like  this 
really  enhances  your  learning.” 

Hamel — who  also  has  spent  a portion  of  his  summer 
doing  preliminary  work  on  his  honors  research  project  look- 
ing at  the  tumor-suppressor  gene  p53 — says,  “I’m  just  happy 
to  have  been  able  to  have  this  great  opportunity  and  still  be 
able  to  enjoy  the  small  classes  that  Elizabethtown  offers. 

Dr.  Valas  '79  Helps  Others 
Find  Answers 

Early  in  her  continuing  18-year  career  in  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal industry,  Dr.  E.  Jane  Valas  79,  associate  director  of 
regulatory  affairs  for  AstraZeneca  Pharmaceuticals,  was  asked 
by  her  company  to  mentor  new  employees.  It  was  a role  that 
she  enjoyed,  assisting  others  through  the  rough  spots  that  can 
be  encountered  during  any  project. 

Valas  believed  then  and  continues  to  believe  today  that 
support  is  best  provided  not  by  just  giving  an  individual  the 
answers,  but  rather  by  teaching  that  individual  the  process 
for  finding  those  answers  for  themselves.  “It’s  very  true  that 
if  you  give  a man  a fish,  he  can  eat  for  a day.  But,  if  you  teach 
him  to  fish,  he  can  eat  for  a lifetime,”  explains  Valas.  “So 
when  people  came  to  me  with  questions,  1 offered  them 
advice  and  sent  them  off  to  find  their  own  answers.” 

Although  her  role  at  the  company  has  changed,  she 
continues  to  help  others  find  their  own  answers.  Also,  as 
a long-time  supporter  of  scientific  research  here  at  the 
College,  she  is  providing  our  students  with  the  opportunity 
to  find  their  own  answers  through  summer  research  opportu- 
nities. A few  years  ago,  Valas  increased  her  annual  support 
of  this  research  by  making  a substantial,  five-year  personal 
commitment  and  by  continuing  to  tap  into  a program  at 
AstraZeneca  that  matches  employee  contributions  to  educa- 
tional institutions.  This  year,  this  funding  is  either  partially 
or  wholly  funding  five  students  in  the  chemistry  and  bio- 
chemistry and  biology  departments  at  the  College. 

“My  hope  is  that  the  research  funding  will  allow  stu- 
dents to  seek  answers  to  their  own  questions,”  says  Valas. 

“I’m  trying  to  foster  independent  thinking.  After  students 
spend  the  academic  year  going  to  class,  finishing  assignments 
and  taking  tests,  this  research  is  an  opportunity  for  them  to 
custom-tailor  their  learning  to  their  own  interests.  In  a way, 
they  are  creating  their  own  curriculum.  And,  their  learning 
is  determined  by  their  own  motivation  and  persistence.” 

Valas  appreciates  the  difficulty  of  finding  funding  for 
research  because  she  remembers  her  own  experience  at  gradu- 
ate school.  Hefving  experienced  “the  personalized  touch  at 
Elizabethtown,”  this  alumna  chose  a small  graduate  school  for 
continuing  her  education.  “The  disadvantage  of  choosing  a 
small  school  was  that  funding  was  very  limited,”  she  explains. 
“And,  if  you  have  no  funding,  you  can’t  do  research.”  Valas 
found  support  for  her  research  from  a pharmaceutical 
company  local  to  her  graduate  school. 

“I  had  pharmaceutical  company  support  in  graduate 
school.  And,  now  that  I work  for  a pharmaceutical  company, 

I want  to  return  that  support  to  education.  That’s  the  circle 
of  life,  supporting  others  now,  because  you  were  once  sup- 
ported,” Valas  says.  “I’m  hopeful  that  these  students  will 
have  an  opportunity  both  to  find  answers  to  the  questions 
that  they  may  have  and  get  a sense  if  they  personally  want 
to  choose  to  make  research  their  life’s  work.” 

In  addition  to  supporting  scientific  research,  she  also  has 
made  a financial  commitment  to  the  planned  science  and 
engineering  building  and  gives  of  her  time  as  both  a Leadership 
Council  member  and  by  interviewing  potential  students  for 
the  College’s  Admissions  Department.  Formerly  president  of 
the  College’s  Alumni  Council,  Valas  received  the  Chemistry 
Alumna  of  the  Year  award  in  2003. 


Kathy  Calnon  Schwab  '90: 

Selling  the  Great  American  Pastime 


A lumna  Kathy  Calnon  Schwab’s 
jli l love  affair  with  baseball  began 
during  warm  summer  nights  at  her 
childhood  home  in  York,  Pa.  She 
remembers  seeing  fireflies  through 
the  screen  door  on  the  front  porch 
as  she  and  her  parents  watched  pro- 
fessional baseball  on  television. 

And,  she  recalls  the  neighborhood 
pick-up  game  in  which  she 
“whacked”  a homerun  over  the 
heads  of  the  boys  who  had  just 
“moved  in”  thinking  that  girls 
couldn’t  hit. 

Now  working  at  the  state-of- 
the-art  Miller  Ball  Park,  Schwab  is  in  her  rookie  season  as 
senior  director  of  marketing  for  the  Milwaukee  Brewers 
Baseball  Club.  She  and  others  in  the  front  office  join  together 
to  fan  the  flames  of  America’s  passion  for  baseball  and,  more 
specifically,  to  drive  ticket  sales  for  the  Brewers’  81  home 
games.  In  her  new  position,  Schwab  manages  the  marketing 
and  branding  efforts  for  the  Club.  Aided  by  a small  internal 
staff,  which  includes  a marketing  coordinator  and  an  intern, 
she  works  with  several  external  partner  agencies  to  create,  buy 
and  place  print,  radio  and  television  advertising;  produce  col- 
lateral such  as  signs  and  banners;  and  support  ticket  sales 
through  direct  mail  and  promotions.  It’s  a long  season  and  a 
very  “busy”  job,  but  one  that  she  loves. 

According  to  Schwab,  it’s  a wonderful  time  to  be 
involved  in  baseball  and  with  the  Brewers  organization. 

“We  never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  what  we’re  doing  is  fun,” 
says  this  alumna.  “There  is  something  pretty  special  about 
having  families  and  fans  coming  out  to  the  park.  We’re  pro- 
viding entertainment,  enjoyment  and — most  of  all — 
creating  memories.” 

Baseball’s  recent  resurgence  is  helping  her  bring  record 
crowds  to  Miller  Ball  Park.  The  Club  just  announced  that  it 
surpassed  the  2 million  mark  in  ticket  sales  this  year  for  only 
the  fourth  time  in  franchise  history  and  the  first  time  in  con- 
secutive years.  And,  with  the  Club’s  new  owner,  Los  Angeles 
financier  Mark  Attanasio,  putting  more  money  back  on  the 
field  for  this  Club  that  only  recently  had  one  of  the  League’s 
lowest  payrolls,  there  is  a renewed  sense  of  hope  amongst 
Brewers’  fans  that  the  team  will  return  to  the  same  level  of 
competitiveness  that  it  had  in  the  early  1980s. 


Schwab  says  baseball’s  reputa- 
tion as  a family-oriented  sport  with 
family-friendly  prices  also  helps 
her  sell  baseball  to  her  audience. 
“Milwaukee  is  known  for  being  a 
hard-working  town,  filled  with  good 
people  who  have  a strong  work  ethic. 
Baseball’s  all-American  history  really 
resonates  with  these  fans.  And,  the 
fact  that  baseball  continues  to  be 
an  affordable  thing  to  do  with  your 
family  makes  it  a popular  entertain- 
ment choice,”  explains  Schwab. 

With  a very  lean  front  office 
staff,  Schwab  relies  on  the  skills  that 
| she  learned  at  Elizabethtown  College  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  job.  “My  education  from  Elizabethtown  was  so  phe- 
nomenal,” she  says.  “You  always  were  encouraged  to  think 
for  yourself,  speak  your  mind  and  really  develop  as  your  own 
person.  And,  you  learned  to  develop  relationships  that  help 
you  to  accomplish  what  can’t  be  accomplished  by  one 
I individual  alone." 

Leading  to  Schwab’s  debut  in  the  big  leagues  has  been  a 
career  that  has  spanned  almost  two  decades.  After  graduating, 
she  joined  the  Sales  Promotion  Division  of  The  Bon-Ton 
Stores,  starting  in  an  entry-level  position  and  leaving  as  divi- 
sional vice  president,  creative  director.  After  relocating  to 
Milwaukee  with  her  new  husband  Dick,  Schwab  accepted  the 
job  of  vice  president  of  account  services  with  Zizzo  Group 
Advertising  and  Public  Relations,  the  position  that  she  had 
just  prior  to  her  job  with  the  Brewers. 

Since  accepting  her  new  position,  the  alumna  says  that 
she  and  her  life  partner  have  had  to  make  some  minor  adjust- 
! ments  to  their  household  routine  that  are  not  typical  for  most 
husband-wife  teams.  For  example,  Dick  periodically  has  to

research.  “It’s  like  mathematics — very  precise,”  she  says.  “If  it’s  not  right, 
it’s  really  wrong.” 

A former  Isadora  Duncan  dancer,  Rosalie  uses  her  years  in  the  arts 
to  work  with  their  clients  to  mold  their  ideas,  without  compromising 
Zenos’  art.  During  these  discussions,  Rosalie  relies  on  skills  gained 
through  Elizabethtown  College’s  sociology  classes,  particularly  those  with 
Young  Center  Senior  Fellow  Don  Kraybill  and  former  Associate  Professor 
of  Sociology  Pauline  Council.  “My  sociology  classes  helped  me  to  look 
beyond  words  into  our  clients’  hearts  to  understand  how  we  can  help 
them,”  she  explains. 

Rosalie  says  that  each  piece  must  be  politically  correct,  historically 
precise  and  current  with  the  times.  The  sculpting  process  occurs  in  three 
phases — the  maquette,  the  scale  model  and  the  actual  sculpture.  The 
maquette — which  is  a six-  to  eight-inch  model — gives  the  action  and 
intent  of  the  piece.  The  12-  to  24-inch  scale  model  displays  more  of  the 
detail  of  the  sculpture  and  is  used  by  the  artist  to  resolve  any  design 
problems  with  the  client.

It’s  the  small  details  of  Commerce  Bank  Park — home  of  the 
Senators,  Harrisburg’s  Class  AA  Eastern  League  professional 
baseball  team — that  scream  “man’s  world,"  down  to  the  front 
office  building  restroom  that  perennially  has  the  toilet  seat  up.

As  the  Senator’s  newest  group  sales  associate, 

Melissa  Altemose  ’05  works  in  an  almost  entirely  male 
office.  This  petite  and  spunky  Elizabethtown  College  busi- 
ness graduate  isn’t  daunted  by  the  challenges  of  working  in 
this  male-dominated  industry.  “I  know  it’s  a man’s  world,  but 
I don’t  let  myself  think  that  way,"  she  says.  “I  work  as  hard  as 
I can  to  prove  myself,  just  as  I would  in  any  job." 

In  December  2004,  Altemose  began  her  professional 
relationship  with  the  team  during  a seven-month  internship 
that  concluded  in  the  summer  of  2005.  During  the  learning 
experience,  this  alumna’s  days  were  never  routine.  She 
booked  groups,  coordinated  birthday  parties,  organized  camps 
and  Senator-theme  nights,  handled  ticket  orders,  and  created 
fliers  and  mailers.  At  game  time,  Altemose  ushered  children 
to  the  field  during  the  National  Anthem,  led  promotional 
games  like  mascot  races  and  T-shirt  shoots,  and  even  became 
the  Senators’  mascot  Rascal.  The  team  also  asked  her  to  take 
on  the  challenging  tasks  of  making  cold  calls  to  sell  season 
tickets  and  balancing  the  game  day  cash. 

Altemose  says  that  the  most  exciting  aspect  of  her 
internship  was  seeing  groups  with  whom  she  worked  have 
a good  time  at  the  park.  But,  with  the  excitement  came  a 
lot  of  hard  work  and  long  hours.  For  example,  she  and  the 
others  in  her  office  worked  from  8:30  a.m.  until  10:30  p.m. 


during  seven-day  homestands,  and  she  was  on  duty  every 
other  weekend. 

During  her  internship,  Altemose  learned  much  about 
working  in  a small  organization.  “Everyone  must  work 
together,  and  communication  is  so  important,”  she  explains. 
One  of  her  biggest  lessons,  she  says,  was  “don’t  have  a wall 
around  your  job  description.  Go  beyond  the  call  of  duty  and 
don’t  be  afraid  to  get  your  hands  dirty." 

Often  during  her  internship,  she  remembered  the  lessons 
of  Dr.  Chung’s  marketing  class.  "It  was  amazing  how  I could 
skim  over  my  marketing  and  consumer  behavior  books  and 
realize  that  it  was  all  making  sense,”  she  says.  Altemose  also 
credits  her  Australia  study-abroad  experience  for  teaching  her 
how  to  work  with  different  types  of  people  and  preparing  her 
to  become  independent.  “It  let  me  become  open  to  new 
opportunities  and  to  take  risks,”  she  explains.

There  was  more  than  a little  humor  in  his  voice  when 
former  Dallastown  School  District  Principal  Dick  Ault 
said,  “It  all  started  at  York  Township  Elementary  with  Dick 
Ault.”  This  retired  administrator  recently  reflected  on  the 
collection  of  talented  Blue  Jays  who  have  worked  in  the 
Dallastown  School  District,  home  of  the  Wildcats.  In  spring 
2004,  almost  30  alumni  who  are  employed  in  or  just  retired 
from  the  district  gathered  for  a photo,  thanks  to  the  efforts 
of  Beth  Reichard  Herbst  76. 

The  nephew  of  former  College  President  A.  C.  Baugher  ’22. 
Dick  followed  in  the  family  tradition  by  attending 
Elizabethtown.  After  graduating,  he  accepted  a sixth-grade 
teaching  position  at  York  Township  Elementary.  He  was  pro- 
moted to  head  teacher  two  years  after  his  arrival  and  later  to 
principal,  a position  he  would  hold  for  42  years. 

During  those  years,  he  touched  the  lives  of  countless 
students,  some  of  whom  chose  to  follow  in  his  footsteps  and 
become  teachers  themselves.  Coincidently,  a few  of  his  stu- 
dents— people  like  Beth,  Terry  Allison  ’67  and  Don  Myers  ’67 
— not  only  attended  Elizabethtown,  but  they  also  returned 
to  Dallastown  to  teach.  This  30-mile  southerly  migration 
has  been  one  followed  by  many  other  Blue  Jays.  “The  fact 
that  so  many  E-town  grads  are  hired  to  teach  here  tells 
me  that  Dallastown  School  District  knows  the  quality 
of  the  teachers  who  come  out  of  Elizabethtown  College,” 
Dick  said. 

Like  his  former  principal,  Elizabethtown  College 
Lecturer  in  Education  Don  Myers  also  believes  that 
Elizabethtown  is  recognized  for  the  caliber  of  its  graduates. 
Don  has  migrated  between  the  institutions  a couple  of  times. 
He  graduated  from  both  Dallastown  and  Elizabethtown. 

After  teaching  in  various  school  districts,  he  returned  to 
Dallastown  as  assistant  middle  school  principal  and  later  was 
promoted  to  principal.

According  to 
Betsy,  the  couple  met  at  Elizabethtown  when  Terry — then  a 
junior — “kept  harassing”  her  during  first-year  orientation. 
The  couple  married  in  1968.  Terry  has  been  teaching  high 
school  mathematics  in  the  district  for  38  years,  serving  five 
years  as  department  chair.  Now  retired,  Betsy  taught  eighth- 
grade  English  in  the  district  for  more  than  35  years  and  was 
language  arts  subject  area  leader  for  nine  years.  Betsy  and 
Terry  have  remained  actively  involved  in  the  College,  serv- 
ing as  members  of  the  Alumni  Council.  Betsy  was  secretary 
of  the  organization  and  served  two  terms  as  the  alumni  repre- 
sentative to  the  College  Board  of  Trustees.  She  received  the 
Educate  for  Service  Award  in  1991.  When  asked  why  she

Educator  Hangs  Loose  on  Oahu

White  sandy  beaches,  beautiful 

sunsets,  crystal-clear  water  ...  to 
some  this  is  a dream.  But  for  Andrew 
Shelley  ’03,  it’s  all  part  of  the  reality  of 
teaching  in  Hawaii. 

Shelley’s  choice  to  teach  far  from 
home  is  becoming  more  common  for 
recent  education  graduates,  says 
Professor  of  Education  and  Department 
Chair  Terry  Blue,  because  of  the  increas- 
ing competitiveness  of  nearby  job  mar- 
kets. “Most  students  ideally  would 
choose  to  teach  back  home;  but  there’s 
just  not  that  opportunity  any  more," 
he  says.  Unfortunately,  Blue  points  out 
that  Pennsylvania  jobs  typically  are 
open  only  to  those  who  have  a year  or 
two  of  experience  elsewhere. 

For  Shelley — a special  education  and  elementary  education  major — the  move  to  this  distant  tropical  paradise 
fits  in  with  his  personal  interests.  “It’s  something  I always  wanted  to  do,  so  I thought  I’d  give  it  a try,"  says  Shelley, 
who  has  lived  on  the  island  of  Oahu  since  graduation. 

Currently,  he  teaches  five  boys  with  handicaps  at  Kapolei  High  School.  Adding  to  the  difficulty  of  this  assign- 
ment, Shelley  explains  that  his  students  are  typically  diverse  in  their  ethnic  backgrounds — coming  from  countries 
like  Japan,  the  Philippines,  Samoa  and  Tonga — which  can  result  in  some  language  barriers. 

Shelley  notes  that  the  Hawaiian  system  is  in  need  of  strong  teachers,  like  those  from  Elizabethtown  College. 
“Fewer  than  five  percent  of  the  students  pass  the  basic  math  assessment  test  in  high  school,”  he  says.  “The  system 
is  slow,  there’s  a lot  of  bureaucracy  and  a lot  of  teacher  turnover.” 

This  alumnus  feels  well-prepared  for  the  challenge,  thanks  to  his  experience  at  E-town.  “Dr.  Tyminski  gave 
us  a background  on  different  types  of  students  and  provided  us  with  opportunities  to  get  experience,”  he  explains. 
“Dr.  Toro  and  Dr.  Blue  prepared  us  for  every  situation  possible,  and  I appreciate  that  very  much.” 

Despite  the  challenges,  Shelley  loves  his  work  and  the  Hawaiian  culture.  “Everyone  is  so  friendly  and  laid 
back,  he  says.  “The  motto  here  is  ‘live  first  and  work  second.’”  He  says  that  the  most  important  lessons  he  has 
learned  are  to  be  open-minded  about  all  types  of  people  and  to  keep  smiling.

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Blue  Appointed  to  Statewide 
Education  Commission

Professor  of  Education  Terry  Blue  has  been  appointed  to  Pennsyl- 
vania Governor  Edward  Rendell’s  newly  created  Training  America’s 
Teacher’s  Commission.  The  commission — which  is  comprised  of  44 
representatives  of  higher  education,  public  schools,  business  and  civic 
communities — is  charged  with  improving  upon  Pennsylvania’s  excel- 
lent reputation  as  a national  leader  in  teacher  training. 

According  to  Rendell,  Pennsylvania  is  a leader  in  training  teachers. 
“Pennsylvania  is  where  people  want  to  come  to  be  trained  as  teachers,” 
Rendell  said.  “Nearly  7,000  Pennsylvania-trained  teachers  learn  from 
the  best  colleges  and  universities  and  become  our  nation’s  best  teachers.” 

The  Commission  will  examine  national  training  models  and  best 
practices,  look  at  possible  solutions  where  improvements  are  needed 
and  recommend  ways  to  address  challenges  associated  with  teaching 
in  low-income  communities;  state-of-the-art  high  schools;  schools  with 
high  immigrant,  non-English  speaking  populations;  and  practices  in 
early  education. 

Blue  began  his  career  as  a middle  school  teacher  in  suburban 
Philadelphia.  Since  then,  he  has  earned  both  a master’s  degree  in 
Eastern  European  and  Russian  history  from  Temple  University  and  a 
doctorate  in  curriculum  and  instruction  from  The  Pennsylvania  State 
University.  Prior  to  Elizabethtown,  he  was  chair  of  the  education  depart- 
ment at  Franklin  &.  Marshall  College. 

He  is  an  expert  in  the  areas  of  teacher  education,  outcomes-based 
education  and  academic  standards  advanced  by  the  Pennsylvania  Board 
of  Education  and  the  debate  on  charter  schools  and  voucher  programs. 
Blue  teaches  social  studies  instruction,  foundations  of  education,  equal- 
ity of  educational  opportunity  and  school  law. 

For  the  past  almost  four  years,  this  professor  has  served  as  the 
president  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  of  Colleges  and  Teacher 
Educators,  the  state  unit  of  the  Association  of  Teacher  Educators  and 
the  American  Association  of  Colleges  for  Teacher  Education.

The  Reverend  Richard  Wenger  ’48:  A Reunion  of  Brethren 
Sea-Qoing  Cowboys 

Often  the  fondest  of  summertime  memories  can  be  found  in  reunions  with  family  and 

friends.  For  the  Reverend  Richard  Wenger  '48,  this  summer  brought  him  to  an  unusual 
reunion  with  a group  of  “sea-going"  cowboys,  who  had  joined  together  60  years  ago  to  provide 
humanitarian  relief  after  World  War  II.  The  special  commemoration — titled  "Passing  on  the 
Gift" — featured  a three-member  panel  discussion,  which  included  this  Elizabethtown  alum- 
nus. It  was  held  in  mid-August  at  Brethren  Service  Center  in  New  Windsor,  Md. 

For  two  years  after  World  War  II,  the  Church  of  the  Brethren— in  cooperation  with 
the  former  United  Nations  Relief  and  Rehabilitation  Administration — brought  shipments 
of  cattle  to  devastated  areas  of  Europe,  where  much  of  the  indigenous  livestock  had  become 
casualties  of  war.  The  Heifers  for  Relief  project  had  the  goal  of  providing  those  affected  by 
the  war  with  the  means  of  feeding  themselves.  To  tend  to  the  thousands  of  animals  that  were 
shipped  through  this  program,  the  church  recruited  6,749  men  from  across  the  nation  to 
become  sea-going  cowboys.  Wenger  and  four  other  Elizabethtown  College  students — Lowell 
Zuck  '47,  Donald  Lefever  ’46,  Rufus  Bucher  Jr.  '46  and  Charles  Whitacre  '48  — joined  a 27- 
man  crew  on  the  first  shipment  aboard  the  S.S.  Virginian,  which  departed  June  26,  1945,  from 
Baltimore,  Md.,  for  Greece. 

According  to  Wenger,  who  had  just  finished  his  first  year  at  Elizabethtown  at  the  time  of 
the  relief  effort,  this  trip  put  him  “in  touch  with  the  needs  of  the  world."  "We  saw  the  terrific 
needs  of  those  stricken  by  poverty  as  a result  of  the  war,"  he  said.  “(Because  of  this  project] 
there  came  a ray  of  light  in  the  midst  of  darkness — a story  of  love,  compassion  and  goodwill." 

During  the  19-day  voyage,  Wenger  and  his  shipmates  fed  the  animals — 12  bulls,  335 
bred  heifers  and  357  mares,  cleaned  stalls  and  milked  the  freshened  cows  twice  per  day.  As 
they  delivered  their  precious  cargo,  the  men  had  the  opportunity  to  travel  in  the  footsteps 
of  the  Apostle  Paul  as  they  visited  historic  sites,  including  the  Acropolis,  Parthenon, 
Erechtheum  and  Mars  Hill.  In  Thesalonika,  Wenger  and  others — so  disheartened  by  the 
homelessness  and  poverty  that  they  saw  there — organized  a spontaneous  goodwill  tour  to 
distribute  some  supplies  that  they  gathered  from  the  boat,  such  as  extra  soap,  clothing,  safety 
pins,  thread  and  food. 

This  summer’s  reunion  gave  Wenger  and  about  a dozen  other  sea-going  cowboys  an 
opportunity  to  relive  what  this  alumnus  calls  “one  of  life's  greatest  adventures."

Margaret  McFarland — 
Associate  Professor  and  Chair 
of  the  Department  of  Social 
Work — led  a two-week  service- 
learning  experience  in  Ireland. 
The  trip  offered  25  student 
participants  a first-hand  look  at 
the  country's  education  system 
and  social  services,  and  at  the 
same  time  provided  them  pro- 
fessional experience  working  in 
agencies  and  schools.  Susan 
Mapp,  assistant  professor  of 
social  work,  and  Elizabeth 
Newell,  assistant  professor  of 
education  and  anthropology, 
also  accompanied  the  trip. 


For  the  fifth  year,  Elizabethtown  College  students — guided  by  Sean  Melvin,  associate 
professor  and  chair  of  the  Department  of  Business — studied  at  one  of  the  17th 
Century  Colleges  of  Oxford  University  in  England.
